US-USSR TALKS ON 29TH GA ISSUES - 

IN BILATERAL TALKS WITH SOVIETS ON 29TH GA ISSUES, 

SOVIET SPOKESMEN WERE PERFUNCTORY FOR MOST PART AND LESS 
PROPAGANDISTIC THAN USUAL. THEY GAVE NO HOPE THEY WOULD 
RESPOND SOON TO RECENT APPROACHES FOR NEGOTIATIONS ON 
PEACEKEEPING AND THEIR PRESENTATION ON KOREAN ISSUE 
SEEMED LUKEWARM AND ALMOST EMBARRASSED. ON MIDDLE EAST 
THEY COMMENDED DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENTS BUT CALLED THEM 
ONLY FIRST STEP, AND SAID SOLUTION OF KEY PROBLEMS SHOULD 
BE REACHED AT GENEVA WITH BOTH US AND SOVIET PARTICIPATION.

SUZUKI. JAPANESE FONOFFS UN BUREAU DIRECTOR GENERAL,

KISSINGER IN GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH TO REAFFIRM US SUPPORT
